left Salavat oh 1 Dec in the morning.' 'He was driven in a Kombinat 18 bus to 
Ufa where he remained for six hours before conti^ing via train to Moscow. an^ ,b!ome. 

In Ufa he conferred brtefly with fnu DA^Ii^KQy ('phonetic spelling), official from 
Sovnarlchos. a/ 1 had to deaT with^ Dairieikov on 'administrative matters while' in Sala- 
vat and expects to work with him again when 'construction of the* pl^t ir^ Ufa begins, 
portly before hi% depart ureV Daineko v ptesented a/ 1 with, a costly brass figure on 
behalf , of the Sovnarkhos in Ufa in appreciation for the excellent work done by' A/l. 

It was Dainekoy also,; who informed A/1 upon the latter *8 insistence for an explana- 
tion why he could not travel the shorter route via Kii^byshev with the words ” don »t 
ask me further, .1 am not peiyiitted. to route you by way or Kuybyshei^ . Althbugh a/ 1 
in the. past traveled port of the way to and from Salavat by plane, he used* HR, ifcrans- / 
port at ion all the '«7ayj on. this trip in order to: btay.lir/ numerous crates of personal 
aja.d coiupaiiy belpngii^s which, he took with him to Salzgitter.. As usual a/ 1 Was 
accpmpahied jonvtbe train by Yuri l^RAIfflOV who' left A/l. in Mp.scow... - ^ T 

Location of-' new erection site i On several occasions a/ 1 visited the new polyetylene ■ 
plant site in Ufa. ^ Much of the equiprrtht oimed by SIG, such as re.tr igerators, s'i^el 
cabinets, a combi Volkswagen, etc. 1ms already been transferred^ to the new 'site, w^e re 
it is storted in a heated warehoufee. The nbw site is located cai 10 to 15 kms fTom 
'Ufa near the suburb of ChernikPvsk. On his last visit to tfxe site in October,, the 
.construction of- the plant buildings ^ras i^der way, some pf the buildings. up tdlpC^ 
complete. ' The actual erection work is scheduled to get' unde^r way around' Aii^St' 63 • 

The Soviets would like a/ 1 to be at the site in ^une 63* The Ufa plant has been 
dubbed by the Sovs **Beta Aniage** and is to be part of - "SYIITHESSPIRT” in Ufa whose 
director is fnu PETROV (a/ 1 met briefly). The Keusan plant, has been dubbed **6 aMMA 
Ahlage'*. 'A/I has not, visited this new site todate. , , ^ o 

2ITRIH , Anatoli A/1 met Zitrin again on 8; Sept when pullihg up to his- quarters oh 
Kari Marxstr. 14. k/\ was certain that.. this was a chance meeting and not purposely, 

arranged by the Soviet. -The’ two agreed to meet again several days later. Zitrih, 
who resided during his stay in Salavat in the Soviet occupied, part of Karl, Marxstr. , 
cfi^e’over to visit a/ 1 in his room. Zitrin inquired about the LIl^KEg's, epqpressing 
hope that they may visit the USSR again soon and that he may see them' then. Rest of 
conversation was casual, Zitrin begging, cigarettes, continually. Zitrin is still lo- 
cated in Leningrad; he did not volunteer, however, what he was doing in Salavat on 
this trip and a/ 1 didn*t ask. He told Zw all about his visit ^with the LIKDHER*S and 
that he had; delivered the lettpr which Z. had given.him prior to a/1^s departure in 
September 65* Having been alerted oto Z. as being a potential provocateur, a/ 1 observed 
Z. carefully. S/l noticed nothing, IhoZdse behavior that could be construed as spurious, 
also no. gjgfflSXMPtSKgaongjg requests were ypiced by Z« this time 'other than -bumming ci- 
garettes. About ten days later the two met again by chance in the doorway of Karl 
Marxhstr. .14, Z. mentioning in passing that he would visit a/ 1 again. He never showed 
and A/1 never saw 2. again b 

LIHDl^R , Rjchardi^ -a/ 1 Has . not visited L'. j since he has returned. He may do so later, 
losing the chance meeting with Z« as pretert for the call. A/1 was instructed to attempt 
to learn .more ; from L. about 2 and about L. himself. Holding a low -opinion of L. , a/ 1 
-without much prompting- promised. to go about the task carefully.
